S.R.O. 92.—In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the Preside nt 
hereby makes the following rules to amend the Indian Defence Service of Engineers (Recruitment and Conditions 
of Service) Rules, 1991, namely 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Indian Defence Service of Engineers (Recruitmtnt and Conditions of 

Service) (Amendment) Rules, 1996. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Indian Defence Service of Engineers (Recruitment and Conditions of Service) Rules, 1991,— 

(a) in Schedule I, for the portion beginning with the figures and words “*1 5 % of the Senior duty posts” 
and ending with the words “Superintending Engineer”, the fallowing shall be substituted, namely :— 

"^Posts in the Junior Administrative Grade to the extent of 15% of the Senior Duty Posts (i.e. Execu¬ 
tive Engineer and above) shall be operated in the Non-functional Selection Grade of Rs. 4500-5700 
subject to the condition that the number of Selection grade posts shall not exceed the sanctioned 
strength of Junior Administrative Grade.” ; 

(b) in Schedule IIT,— 

(i) against serial number 1 relating to the post of Additional Director Geneia’ (Works), in column 

5, for the existing entries, the following shall be substituted, namely :— 

“Chief Engineer with 3 years regular service iu the grade (Pay scale Rs. 5900-6700)."; 

(ii) against serial number 6 relating to the post of Executive Engineer, under column 5, for the word 

“port" in the first line of the Note, the word “post” shall be substituted; 

(iii) the following Note shall be added at the end, namely ;— 

“Note : If any officer appointed to an^ post in the servjce is considered for the purpose of pro¬ 
motion to the higher post, all persons senior to him i(i the grade shall also he considered not¬ 
withstanding that they do not fulfill the condition of prescribed eligibility service, if the shortfall 

is not more than oue year and provided that they have successfully completed their probation, 
wherever prescribed, and possess therequisite educational qualifications";

S.R.O. 93.—In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 or the Conttilution, the President 
hereby makes the following rules regulating the method of recruitment to tfie post of Programme Officer (Manpowei) 
in the Defence Research and Development Organisation, namely 


1. Short, title and commencement.—(1) These rules may be called the Defence Research and Development 
Organisation Programme Officer (Manpower), Recruitment Rules, 1996. 


(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number of posts, classification and scale of pay.—The number of the said post, its classification and 
the scale of pay attached thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the Schedule annexed to these 
rules, 

3. Method or recruitment, age-limit and other qualifications.—The method of recruitment to the said post, 
age-limit, ciualificafions and other matters relating thereto shall be as specified in columns 5 to 14 of the 
said Schedule, 


4. Disqualification,—No person,— 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment lo the said pos( : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under ihc persona] law 
applicable to such person and the other party to the marraige and that tllcre are other grounds for so doing, exempt 
any person font the operation of this rule. ' 

5. Power tb relax.—Where the Central Government is of the opinion that it is necessary or expcnlienl *o 
do, it may, by order, lor reasons to be recorded in writing and in consultation with the Union Public Ser¬ 
vice Commission, relax any of the provisions of these r ules with respect to any class or category of persons. 

6. Saving.—Nothing in these rules shall a fleet reservations, relaxation of age-limit and other concessions re¬ 
quired to be provided for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes, Ex-servicemen and other special 
categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from time to time 
in this regard.
